New York, October 18.—Five thousand 
people were turned away from Madison

Fully 14,000 peo- 
ple were in the garden at 2:30 when the 
services began with the processional, in 
which the Zion white-robed choir, to the 
number of about 600, and the capped 
and gowned ordained officers of the 
Christian Catholic Church in Zion took 
part. 

The procession ascended to the plat- 
form, where the choir took position be- 
hind the pulpit and the officers occupied 
the places at the sides.. When those on 
the platform had taken their places D-. 
Dowie ascended the platform. accompa- 
nied by Overseers Daniel Bryant, J. G. 
Excell, A. J. Gladstown Dowie, J. G. 
Speigner, G. L. Mason and W. Hammer 
Piper, who took theig, pjatespehind. the 
pulpit in the order in which they ascend- 
ed the rostrum. 

Dr. Dowie wore the usual white robe 
with a black robe above it. 

The service of prayer opened with the 
invocation by Dr. Dowie, followed by 


the singing of a hymn, during which the 


crowd continued to pour into the gar- 
den. This was foNowed by the recital 
of the creed and commandments and the 
reading of the scripture, during which 
hundreds started to leave the hall, caus- 
Mg much confusfon, The exodus con- 
iinued in spite of repeated orders to 
close the doors, until nearly a third of 
the audience had departed, many of the 
vacant seats being filled with the rait- 
ing crowd outside. After order had: been

The shoftness Of the cotton crop in this 
section of Georgia and Alabama is strik- 
ingly shown in ‘the decreased cotton re- 
ceipts of the Columbus ware houses. 

The ware house receipts to date are 
only 13,514 Balés, Against 23,630 up to 
this time last year. The present ware 
house stock is 4,420 bales, against (2,- 
448 bales at this time last year. 

Cotton is selling in the local market at 
9 1-2 cents. This time last year 8 cents 
was the highest price paid. 

A good many farmers in this section 
report that the bulk of their cotton is 
already picked, so short is the crop.

Some of the old time chop houses of 
New York, the favorite reserts of mem- 
bers of the theatrical and other profes- 
sions, now happily or unhappily brought 
up to date, are among the most inter- 
esting places to visit on the occasion of 
an annual cobweb brushing in the me- 
tropolis, not aloné because of the va- 
ried assortment of characters one sees 
or comeg in contact with, but because 
of the curiosities one finds about the 
walls or arranged elsewhere within these 


unique eating houses. 

All this is simply introductory to a 
little story that has an Atlanta end, 
which shows that the fame of Atlanta’s 
literary lights is confined to no narrow 
circle. On the wall of the entrance to 
Brown’s chop house on Broadway, sur- 
rounded by portraits of stars of past 
decades, there hangs a framed copy of 
The Pacific Commercial Advertiser. of 
Saturday, August 13, 1898, the first pa- 
per published in Honolulu following the 
raising of the United States flag over the 
Hawaiian islands. ‘“Hawaji becomes the 
first official outpost of Greater Ameri- 
ca,”’ appears in large type across the 
page just beneath the heading. Double 
column pictures of President McKinley 
and President Dole, the one in the upper 
right hand corner, the other in the lower 
left, set off the story of the raising of 
the flag, while over all the page the 
flag unfurled appears in colors, the red, 
white and blue of liberty. 

It is interesting to note that the song 
of an Atlantan should have been chosen 
to introduce Hawaii's first story of free- 
dom and liberty. Frank L. Stanton’s, 
“The Old Flag Forever,’’ one of his 
brightest patriotic songs, leads, under 
spreading headlines, the announcement of 
Hawali’s emancipation. 

It is rather strange that no copy of 
the paper ever found its way to At- 
lanta. The poem is properly credited to 
Mr. Stanton, but no copy of it ever reach- 
ed him, and when a friend informed him 
the other day of the fact that it was 
among the curios on the walls of the 
New York chop house it was the first 
time he had heard of its being used in 
Such a good cause. 

“There is no doubt in my mind about 
Tammany’s victory in the forthcoming 
election in New York city,’ said J. L. 
Simpson, a well known New York trav- 
eling man, in the hotel lobby yester- 
day. ‘I guess that is generally conced- 
ed now by everybody, except the fu- 
sion element which is supporting May- 
or Low 

“But what has inferested me very much 
is the unique campaign document of 
which the fusionists are making use. It 
is nothing more nor less than a live 
tiger. The tiger is caged and Is on exhi- 
bition at 50! Broadway, the fusionist 
headquarters. Above his cage appears 


. the legend, ‘We twist his tail every day 


at noon. Come in and hear him howl. 
Then beneath that is the query, ‘Do you 
want to turn him loose again?’ There ts 
always a crowd around the window 
watching the beast, which appears to be 
quite a tame one, and not likely to do 
much harm even if he were turned 
loose. 

‘By the way, one of your Atlanta men 
is at the head of one of the most prom- 
inent fusion organizations, the Acorns. 
T mean Joe Johnson, who is known as 
the great oak. I know Joe well, and I 
tell you he is busy these days. Another 
former Atlantan, Jim Farnsworth, is one 
of the directors of the organization. The 
Acorns aided mYterially in the election 
of Mayor Low, and they are trying now 
to repeat their success of two years ago. 
The indications are, however, that they 
will miss it.’ 


Julian M. Soiomon, formerly of Sa- 
vannah, now of Philadelphia, Is in the 
city, stopping at the Kimball. Mr. Sol- 
omon ‘is at present on the road for a 
Philadelphia manufacturing firm, but his 
territory is coextensive with the United 
States. He has just completed a tour 
of the west, and says business conditions 
in that section were never better.

Commissioner of General Land 
Office Gives Out Statement 


Explains the Action of the Land Of- 
fice in Withdrawing Certain 
Lands from Settlement—To 
Guard Against Specu- 
lative Entries. 


Washington, October 18.—Commissioner 
Richards, of tht genera] land office, to- 
day gave out the following statement 
concerning the policy and practice of 
the land office in the matter of the with- 
drawal of public lands from settlement: 

“There seems to bt a misapprehension 
respecting withdrawals of public land 
from entry under certain of the land 
laws, and suspension of final action upon 
certain classes of entries already made. 
Generally sptaking land is withdrawn 
from entry in order to. prevent its being. 
appropriated in a manner or for a pur- 
pose not contemplated by law. 

“In case of a proposed forest reserve, 
a withdrawal is made of all the land that 
will probably be included in its bounda- 
ries in order to guard against speculative 
entries, 

“Withdrawals under the irrigation act 
are for the purpose of reserving the land 
for thomestead entries—the only kind 
permitted by the act-—and to prevent 
speculative entries. Land containing oil 
or minerals are withdrawn from agricul- 
tural entry, as minéral jJands are sold in 
smaller quantities and at higher prices 
than farming lands. 

“Occasionally certain areas are with- 
drawn from entry under the desert land 
act upon evidence that the land is not 
arid land, uMproductive without irriga- 
tion, which alone can be taken under 
said act, ; 

“Final action is often suspended upon 


individual entries, or a class of entries- 


in certain localities pending an investi- 
gation as to whether .or.not there has 
been a compliance with the requirements 
of the law. There is no withdrawal of 
land in this cOnnection nor any suspen- 
sion of the law, nor interference with 
entries properly made. 

“In November, 1902, there was such a 
suspension of final. action upon entries 
made under the timber and stone act in 
Washington, Oregon and California. This 
suspension was made upon ‘evidence of 
collusive entries in those states, whereby 
individuais and carporations were obtain- 
ing title to large areas of valuable tim- 
ber land, whereas the law provides that 
the entry shall be made for the exclusive 
use and benefit of the entry ‘man. 

“That this action did not hinder or in- 
terfere with the entries under the act 
is shown by the fact that while there 
were 2,197 timber and stOne entries made 


in the states ‘named duffhg’ the fiscal- 


year ended June 30, 1902, there wete 
8,154 such entries made in those states 
during the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1903, and of this latter number 3,544 
entries were made after January - 
1903—while the order of suspensioh Was 
in force—while but 2,197 such entries 
were made in the entire fiscal year [902. 

‘“‘“As fast as the entries in these states 
can be examined ali of those which hay, 
been properly made are passed to patent, 
while the suspension continues as to the 
others pending a hearing in the local land 
office. No cancellation is made upon 
report of a special agent until oppor- 
tunity for a hearing had been afforded 
the entry man.”

The Platform To Come First. 

The Baltimore Sun 
many leading democrats arrived in 
Washington ahead of the extra session 
of congress in November are express- 
ing the common view that it is too 
early to exploit individuals as candi- 
dates for the aemocratic presidential 
nomination. 

It is said by these leaders that next 
year the platform is to be of more 
importance than the candidate. They 
hold that when the party again ap- 
peals to the country it should stand 
for something rather than for some- 
body.

The platform next year will 
speak for the faith and desires of the 
whole body of the democracy; the can- 
didate can only stand for his fidelity 
to party sentiment and his character 
as a safe man for the statesmanlike 
execution of the party principles if 
popularly auopted. 

The democratic party has many 
able and available men who can be 
trusted to do what the party, backed 
by the people, may command. And if 
the party shall be wise to make a 
platform, brief and brave in terms, 
based on “a few strong instincts and 
a few plain rules” of equity in gov- 
ernment, it will obtain a full hearing 
and, we believe, 2 splendid triumph 
from the patriotic people of the union.

Child Labor—North and South. 

Every now and then the south is 
treated by northern newspapers to a 
ripping criticism of its toleration of 
child labor in cotton mills and other 
factory industries. The cause of these 
criticisms has been largely removed 
by the anti-child labor laws enacted 
in the Carolinas and Alabama. But 
still the meddlesome raspings and 
roastings go on. 

But this much we can say in reply 
to the sanctified critics—that what- 
ever laws we do enact in the south 
to prevent unwholesome child labor 
will be enforced. That is more, for 
instance, than can be said of the like 
laws in New Jersey, if the comments 
upon them by the usually accurate 
Philadelphia Press are to be accepted. 

That newspaper charges that the 
legislature of New Jersey has left the 
authorities without the necessary 
funds to secure any sort of decent 
enforcement of the anti-child labor 
statutes and that these are violated 
almost wholesale by the perjury of 
parents certifying falsely to the ages 
of their children, whom they wish to 
sacrifice to the mill molochs. The 
grand juries of the state reiuse point 
blank to indict parents for this crimi- 
nal offense and hence the law is a 
practical dead letter. 

Under these circumstances we 
should think our northern friends 
would appreciate that modesty forbids 
them from shutting their eyes to this 
lawlessness in New Jersey, even 
though their altruistic officiousness 
impels them to lambaste any southern 
state for not having any law on the 
subject. If we believed that to enact 
one in this state would lead to such 
contempt for it as is practiced in New 
Jersey we would resist the creation of 
so wide an invitation to inhuman con- 
spiracy and anarchy.

Yet this condition cannot long re- 
main. The cotton is needed and must 
be taken up by the manufacturers, who 
cannot afford to allow their plants to 
lie idle. Cotton is cheaper today, cal- 
culated on the basis of visible crop 
and probable demand, at 10 cents per 
pound than it was a year ago at 8.50 
cents per pound.

THE TILLMAN VERDICER 


The Columbia, 8. C., State, whose edl- 
tor was fatally shot nine months ago 
by James H. Tillman, publishes in its 
issue of Friday the following vigorous 
editorial comment upon the verdict of 
“not guilty’ rendered by the Lexington 
jury: 

The Crime of Lexington. 

The execution of James H. Tillman 
for the assassination of N. G. Gonzales 
would have carried no comfort to the 
relatives of the martyred editor of The 
State; would not have ameliorated their 
sense of personal loss or caused one less 
sorrowing hour. The taking of a hun- 
dred such lives would not atone in any 
degree for the loss of the one; a hundred 
years in the peéenitenfiary, an eternity in 
the hell of a lost soul would not com- 
pensate for the absence of him who was 
so foully doge to death just nine months 
ago. That is their personal ylewpoint. 

But every citizeri of South Carolina, 
worthy of exercising citizenship, had a 
citizen's interest in the verdict of a jury 
in a case in which the state of South 
Carolina was the prosecutor. Every 
man, woman and child who believes that 
laws are made to be obeyed and not to 


be violated was concerned in the result. 


of the trial of J. H. Tillman if they were 
concerned in the good name and honor 
of the state in which they live. Every 
citizen of South Carolina who daily read 
each word uttered in the court room at 
Lexington is competent to find a verdict. 
On one point these readers of evidence 
have been at disadvantage; they could 
not test the witnesses by their appear- 
ance and demeanor on the stand, but 
their failure to do 80 was entirely in fa- 
vor of the defense, the men and women 
who testified for the prosecution being 
admittedly unimpeachable. 

The citizens of South Carolina who read 
have heard the evidence and the argu- 
ments. They have seen = defense 
abandon the grouné of self-defense; they 
have seen them leave the only position 
which might shield the manslayer from 
the charge of murder, abandoning it be- 
cause it was untenable, and then, prac- 
tically admitting the malice and the as- 
sassination, they have seen them appeal 
to the lowest passions and political ha- 
treds as the sole ground for saving a life 
forfeited by the laws of God and man! 

There is just one important piece of in- 
formation possessed by the Lexington 
jury which has been withheld from the 
great body of citizens who have heard 
the testimony. The Lexington jurors 
knew that before the trial began the in- 
clinations of almost every man on the 
panel had been secured and that when 
the case was entered upon a majority of 
the twelve men who swore they were im- 
partial and had never expressed an 
Opinion were partisans for the defense. 
That the jury would not convict under 
any circumstances was a foregone con- 
clusion; it would not have found the de- 
fendant guilty had no testimony been 
offered or no arguments been made in 
his behalf. And the county of Lexing- 
ton must forever bear the shame of a 
monstrous crime committed against 
system of government. 

But what is the verdict of the public 
jury, the free and unpurchasable opinion 
of the intelligence of South Carolina? In 
expressing our convictions as a citizen, 
we believe the vfews of that poriion 
of the public to which reference is made 
are given voice. This newspaper has re- 
peatedly called attention to the miscar- 
riage of justice In thfs state; it has often 
seen evidence of tampering with the ju- 
ries and of sharp practice by attorneys, 
the employment of any and every means 
to secure the release of the red-handed, 
and it has begged fhe public to heed its 
warnings. So this is by no means the 
first time justice has been outraged in 
our courts, but never before so shame- 
lessly, never before so brazenly, in the 
full light of day, have the men sworn to 
guard, to shield and to honor that rep- 
resentation of public virtue holding the 
scales of justice, so defiled, corrupted, de- 
bauched her. South Carolina is the vic- 
tim, ravished of her honor by unnatural 
offspring. Well may the worthy sons 
and daughters bow their heads in abject 
shame! 


The Testimony of Perjurers. 

To those acquainted with the personnel 
of some of the witnesses on which reli- 
amce was placed by counsel to save Till- 
man’s neck from the halter; to those fa- 
miliar with the life, habits and character- 
istics of N. G. Gonzales, it is amazing 
that intelligent attorneys Should have 
put them upon the stand. It is not con- 
ceivable that they expected twelve honest 
men to accept as truth what was so man- 
ifestly barfaced perjury. It is impossi- 
ble to credit the defense with submitting 
in good faith testimony which it would 
be an affront to ask men of unbiased 
judgment and ordinary sound sense to 
accept. The only explanation which seems 
reasonable is that, assured of the ‘‘fixed- 
ness” of several of the jurors, they made 
the bold and seemingly desperate play. 
The class of men on whom the defense 
mainly depended for justification of Till- 
man’s crime would not dare show their 
faces as witnesses in a court in any state 
where human life is held sacred and 
where criminals fear the presence of a 
stern judge. What a travesty on justice 
that representatives of the lowest walks 
of life should be given credence When 
they come into the temple with unclean 
hands, to testify in behalf of vice!

Will Prevail. 


Athens, Ga., October 18.—(Speciail.)— 
Although the literary societies of the 
University of Georgia desire a return to 
the old system of having Saturday as a 


; holiday instead of a half holiday on Wed- 


nesdays and Saturdays, as at present, 
there will: be no change in the system 
for the present college year, at least. 

The societies wiil have to hold their 
meetings Wednesday night until next ses- 
sion, as the change now to the old system 
would jnvolve a change in the entire rec- 
itation schedule and consequent confu- 
sion in all the departments. The fac- 
ulty will not consider any change now 
and the young men of the societies will 
not press it, as they see what an incon- 
venience it would cause. The attendance 
upon the societies is very good in spite 
of the dissatisfaction over the time of the 
meetings. 

The societies have determined upon a 
new plan that will cause better work 
among their members in the future. The 
trustees have been giving each year six 
$20 medals to the best debaters in the 
three under classes in the university. 
‘The societies will ask the trustees to 
give six prizes of $10 in cash each and 
to devote the other $60 to the aiding of 
The Georgian, the university magazine, 
published under the auspices of the lit- 
erary societies of the university. 

Mr. Peabody Comes Soon. 

The faculty and students of the univer- 
sity are booking forward with much 
interest to the visit of George Foster 
Peabody, the generous donor of the new 
$50,000 library building on the campus. 
Mr, Peabody is coming to Georgia to 
be present at the dedication of the new 
Young Men's Christian Association build- 
ing in Columbus, Ga., his native town, 
and he will come to Athens gn that trip 
to see how the new library building is 
coming along.

He was 
considered the best student critic in all 
literary matters while he was on the 
mountain, and Re took a 4définite stand 
for the best in prose and poetry. His 
loss was a severe one and both professors 
and students regret his departure ex- 
ceedingly.

Both are men of means 
and determination, and the manner in 
which they have pushed their fight 
against an inerease in shipping rates 
from their territory to the west shows 
that they will bring to bear at the ap- 
rroaching trial every resource that skill 
and means can secure. 

It is well known that railroad people 
&re among the most ¢tubborn legal fight- 
ers that ever enter the arena of the 
wig and gown. Litigation is not entered 
upon by them for sport. They will come 
to Atlanta for the purpose of winning 
out in the rate matter, and they have 
made elaborate preparations for the fray. 
For months the representatives of the 
roads at interest have been busy at work 
collecting data going to show that the 
proposed increase of 2 cents per hundred 
per mile is not unreasonable. The rate 
stood where they wish to put it now 
before a cut was made, and they see no 
g00d reason why it should not be put 
back at the same figure. 

Heavy Lumber Shipments.

'S DEDICATED 


Impressive Service at Geor- 
gia Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, 


With beautiful and Impressive exercises 
the Georgia Avenue Presbyterian churck 
was dedicated to the worship of God yes- 
terday afternodn. The services began at 
3:30 o'clock, and the auditorium and Sun- 
day school room were filled with an in- 
terested throng, many of whom had la- 
bored long and earnestly for the results 
that they were witnessing.

AGAIN TARGET 


Council Fires at Old Ques- 
tion Again This Af- 
ternoon.

For the purpose of holding the second 
regular meeting of October, the gen- 
eral council will meet this afternoon at 
3 o'clock. It appears probable that an- 
other Interesting but brief session will 
be held. 

One of the matters that will. in all 
probability, consume some time is the 
police board question. It is stated that 


; Councilman Key will again present the 


' 


ordinance which provides that members of 
the board of police commissioners be 
ineligible for reelection yntil the expira- 
tion of three years after their terms 
of office. This is the measure that was 
introduced by Councilman Key some 


time ago, and which met defeat after 
it had been reported upon by a com- 
mittee. 

It was the intention of Councilman 
Key to present this measure for consid- 
eration during the last session of ‘coun- 
cil, but he decided not to do so. in 
view of the pending charges against Po- 
lice Captain Moon and Police Captain 
Thompson. It was believed that the re- 
sult of those police trials would have 
some effect upon the action of coun- 
cil. 

The fact that the old measure is to 
be again introduced will not cause any 
surprise, although it will be learned of 
with interest by those who are concern- 
ed in the police board situation. 


A Civil Service Provision. 


Mayor Pro Tem. LaHatte has in his 
pocket a measure which he may or may 
not introduce, according to developments, 
during the session of council this after- 
noon. His ordinance proyjdées that a sys- 
tem of civil service be inaygurated for 
the police department.

COACH HEISMAN TELLS WHY. 
HIS: TEAMS ARE SUCCESSFUL 


NE of the most interesting figures 
in southern football was in At- 


©) lanta yesterday. This is Heisman, 


coach of the Clemson eleven, who have 
made such an enviaDle record under his 
management. The Clemson coach is the 
most successful man in his business ia 
the south, and has evolved a system of 
play all his own anid which has been 
universally success?ul. 

Heisman cares little for the general 
makeup of his eleven, just so long as 
the men are anxious to play ball and 
re willing to take desperate chances 
for the good of the team. It is the gen- 
eral impression in footbaH circles that 
any team having Heisman as a coach 
fs bound to rise to the top, despite the 
difficulties under which they labor. “If 
the material is strong and heavy I have 
a strong team physically,’ said Heisman, 
“and if the men are light then the 
eleven is quicker on its Teet. I have no 
choice between the two.” 

That difficulties do not daunt Heis- 
man and his Clemson team shown 
by the fact that the candidates for this 
team have little time for practice. The 
men get out on the field by 5:15 o'clock 
and practice in the dark. The bal] is 
painted white and every man takes big 
chanees of getting hurt. Some of them 
do get hurt, but a team is finally gath- 
ered together. “If I had time for practice 
I could really teach my men football,’ 
is the way Heigman mats it. 

“The reports that I have 
tricks is untrue,’ said Heisman. “I use 
many tricks now as I did several 
years ago, and I do not intend to give 
up these tricks. Tricks help to run up 
the score and aid the vt ob in many 
wavs. I find that these tricks are just 
as suceessful against strong as weak 
elevens. All this talk, however, about 
our playing nothing but tricks is absurd. 
It paradoxical in Itself. Here one 
critic says that Clemson plays nothing 
but tricks, and immediately adds that 
such tricks will not work against good 
teams. This is an absurd statement, 
for we have played good strong teams 
and won from them constantly. There- 
fore one of two things is certainly true, 
either that we do not play tricks, or 
that the tricks are successful. 

“We have a system which is all my 
own, and this I have developed by years

of experience. I have evolved a varied 
attack and a number of peculiar forma- 
tions. 
forte, without which we could not win 
against our foes. Tricks supplement our 
work. I don’t care to use the old-fash- 
ioned muscular kind of football with 
formations of years ago, because I be- 
lieve in keeping up with the times. My 
men play good hard smashing interfering 
football. Many people have considered 
tricks an unworthy way of winning 
games, but I hold that it is the same as 
in war, where all kinds of tricks zo by 
the name of strategy, and I prefer to 
call my style of playing strategical in- 
stead of tricky. 

“Surely, when a college has only light 
materia] she should not announce to the 
football world that she will retire for 
this year and wait until she has eleven 
good, strong, heavy men, when she will 
be willing to play. This would not be 
Sportsmanlike. Instead it ts far better 
for her to take her light men and teach 
them to win by using their brains instead 
of crushing down all opposition by a 
display of brute strength. A team does 
not need to be composed of men as large 
as elephants to play successful ball. We 
have plenty of brute strength in our 
team, and the best coach is the one who 
uses al] this brute strength to the best 
advantage at the right place and at the 
quickest notice. With the style of play 
which the Clemson team uses no line 
is a stone wall and no opponents are 
absolutely strong In any one place. The 
different places are all alike, ag easy of 
access as the woakest positions. 

“Our system is a difficult one. It is 
not the simplest combination which al- 
ways wins, but it is often the most com- 
plex. My system is the growth of fifteen 
years of practice and experiehee, which, 
after all, is the best teacher. It is only 
lately that I have evolved the system 
which I use now and which !{s so suc- 
cessful. 

“AS Tor the new rules, they have been 
of little uge so far. There have been no 
Startling innovations such as those who 
were responsible lor these rules imagined 
that they would produce. They have 
so far been a failure in this regard.

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Rev. Dr. Luke G. Johnson, pastor of 
Park Street Methodist church, preached 
Fesitrday morning a remarkable sermon 
On the subject, “The Reign of Law.” He 
took tor his text Romans viii, 2: “For the 
law of the spirit of life in Christ Jesus 
hath made me free from the law of sin 


and death.’” In part the preacher said: 
“Theré’ are two definitions of law. The 
first is the observed order of phanomena, 


land _the setond is fhe rule of conduct. 


We ‘all know, of course, that ‘the ob- 
served order of phenomena’ introduces us 
to the methods that are always employed 
in the aCéOmplishment of ends in univer- 
Sal nature. Nothing, strictly speaking, 
either does or can happen by accident. 
Evefy effect has behind it a known or 


|; unknown cause adequate to produce it. 


This fact, once admitted, leaves no room 
in a sane intellect for atheism or skepti- 
cism, {ts milder form. 

“Again we are told that law is a rule 
of conduct. ‘This leads us to consider 
things from a different point of view, 
and causes us to study law from a higher 
plane. Conduct! It may be govd or 
bad, but in either case there {is some 
standard that has been observed or disre- 
frarded. Every sane man, above the 
level of the beast, has some standard 
or ‘rule of conduct.’ In large communi- 
ties it is codified, and penalties are af- 
fixed and rewards held out. The com- 
mand. of a loving parent, the expressed 
wish of the ‘boss,’ the code of Georgia, 
are all ‘rules of conduct.’ 3 

“Having thus noted the definitions of 
law let us briefly consider the subjects 
of law. Every element, from the small- 
est electron of an ‘atom,’ to the highest 
— of rational beings, is a subject of 
aw. 

“That magnificent cut glass punch 
bow! is an illustration. It contains 
‘definite proportions’ of lime, potassa and 
silico combined and glass is the product. 
Not an atom of these elements can be 
combined with an atom of another, ex- 
cept in obedience to the law of ‘definite 
proportion’ and chemical affinity. An 
atom above or one below the exact pro- 
portions and glass is an impossibility. 

“We know that all matter Is subject to 
the law of gravitation and attraction. 
which expresses itself in the centripetal 
and centrifiggal forces that hold the uni- 
verse in exact balance and by means 
of which we have the revolving and ro- 
tating spheres by the countless millions 
above us. 

“And right here we see what will be 
elaborated further on—an illustration of 
food and evil forces. 
in two directions, both of which are nec- 


essary to perfect balance and the per- | 


formance of perfect orbits. One force— 
the centrifugal—draws away from the 
sun or center, while the other draws in 
an opposite direction. 

“Vegetation ts subject to law. Pump- 
kin seeds do not grow geraniums, and 
white roses do not turn yellow, unless 
another law, that of hybridization, now 
known and applied. 

“Everywhere law reigns, and because 
of it the sun never rises behind time, 
and we know to work and master na- 
ture and make all her most dangerous 
forces our servants, because we have 
learned her laws. 

“But let us advance a step further 
and consider other subjects of law. The 
lowest and simplest form of anima) life 
is the ‘anioeba.’ It is under law, but un- 
der one suited to its nature and capacity, 
namely, the law of instinct. 

“So far as we have come, we Nave found 
form matter, up through the scale, to 
man; that every sphere is one of law, and 
that everything is under a law, suited to 
its nature, purpose, environment and des- 
tiny. Here nature and her Bible of facts, 
coincides beautifully with Scripture. 

“There ig yet a higher law governing 
this higher being called man, Known as 
the ‘moral law’—‘the law of the spirit of 
life,” of the Scriptures. It is now be- 
lieved by advanced thinkers who have 
gotten over the stunned and stunning 
stage which the Nght of evolution has 
shed on us, that some races and individ- 
vals of all races have not reached that 
point of development where really a moral 
soul or spirit life begins, and therefore 
are not under this highest of all laws— 
‘the law of the spirit of life.’ Yield him- 
self to one or the other—Bible or no 
Bible: his lower and his higher, fleshly 
and spiritual natures, have begun to fight 
for the mastery. The battle may be 
quick, short and decisive, or gradual and 
long drawn out, and more or less severe, 
as the case may be, modified in a thou- 
sand ways. But the time comes when it 
is done. Hither the spirit nature has con- 
quered and is growing or the other has 
and is quietly or violently in control. 
Perhaps this may be best known by the 
moral tastes and sensibilities, and by 
what we love—the direction they take; 
in a word, the general trend of soul and 
body. 

“Look at yonder cow grazing. See you 
not that grazing and drinking compasses 


to reach up and out of the material into a 
spiritual sphere, or to love and worship 
a Heavenly Father. Why? Simply be- 
cause the faculty is wanting. It has never 
been developed. 

“Yonder you see a thousand human be- 
ings doing the same thing, and the only 
difference between them and the cow, is 


| mental, 


in degree. Their horizon is narrow, their 
purposes confined—as is their nature—to 


| material things. They follow their inclina- 


tion, and they are as avaricious as their 
physical and moral make-up. 
Why is this so? Either the faculty has 


‘not been developed, or having been, the 


battle has been fought out and the lower 


‘nature has been put on the throne with 
| the compromise of decency, because in a 


decent age and in decent surroundings. 

“If that man is not awakened he ‘loses 
his soul,’ or as Jesus put it in another 
place, ‘loses himself.’ 

“Rach of these states or conditions de- 
scribes a country, Inhabitants and laws. 
The law of sin and death operates to 
separate a man from God and lose him 
his soul when he has consented for the 
lower nature to control. 

“The lower nature tends away from 
Jou—is the centrifugal force. The higher 
nature tends toward God—is the centripe- 
tal force in the moral heavens. 

“<The law of sin and death’ is néached 
when the will and affections surrender 
and become subject to this peculiar 
power. 

“Tn conclusion let us make a summary 
of the thoughts broyght in this discourse. 
1. The righteousness of nature is illus- 
trated by the rolling orbs above and flow- 
ing waters beneath—both obeying the 
ewe of their mature. 2. The righteous- 
ness of chemical law is seen in the unit- 
ing of one atom, under the law of affinity, 
with another in obedience to the law of 
‘definite proportion.’ 3. The righteous- 
ness of instinct In the ant traveling to her 
hole witha grain of wheat. 4 The 
righteousness of the intellect in the mind 
of Newton discovering the law of gravita- 
tion and attraction. 5. Last. and greatest 
of all, the righteousness of a moral be- 


‘ing, in obedience to the ‘law of the spirit 


of life,’ and the spiritual and scientific 
law of immortality—the internal longing 
for a future life, not merely the fear of 
death. 

‘“ ‘No faculty without its functions’ is 
now as much a scientifiCc maxim as ‘no 
life without its previously existing life.’ 

“This spirit law thus binds us to the 
future life. From the time instinct’s law 
impelled the little amaeba to suck into

cousin, the moneron, put out his first 
pseudo-poida, we begin the journey to- 
ward the spirit, longing for and feeling 
out after a future life that is spiritual. 
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The morning sermon was preached by 
Rev. Dr. Rice and was one that ought 
to be heard by more people, old and 
voung, than could be crowded into the 
auditorium of a large church. The sub- 
ject was, “David's Sin,’ more partig- 
larly as to the lessons to be drawn from 
it. In part Dr. Rice said: 

“The Bible is noted for its great fidelity 
in recording the experiences of the saints. 
The accounts are faithful to Nfe—not 
idealized life—but human life as it actuai- 
ly is. However dark a blot on a saint's 
eharacter it is told without palliation. 
These experiences are recorded for our 
warning that We may be enabled to keep 
from falling into sin. No character was 
more full-orbed than David's, none which 
at some point touched more human lives. 
So David's sin ts recorded that we may 
profit by his experience. 

“We learn from it the awful power of 
sin. Blessed is the man who appreciates 
its power. How terrible that is we can 
see in the lives of unconverted men, but 
much more in those of good men. The 
gondness and nobility of David and his 
godly character are unquestionable, and 
yet sin dragged him into two of the 
most terrible and revolting crimes. 

“The power of sin lies chiefly in its de- 
vices. The Scriptures call it the ‘deceit- 
fulness of sin.’ Its approach is stealthy 
and by degrees. The only safe plan in 
dealing with sin is to fesist its begin- 
nings.”’ 

At night Dr. Rfte preached to a very 
large congregation, especially of young 
people, on the text, ‘“‘All things are pos- 
sfble to him that believeth,” his subject 
being the “Omnipotence of Faith. 
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Rev. Father Jackson preached an elo- 
quent sermon to his congregation at St.

“Sowing to the flesh means to be of a 
carnal mind, selfish, sinful, useless, cor- 
rupting in every part of life. From such 
seed sowing naturally comes the life of 
corruption. Tragedies come from men 
sowing to the flesh. Lives, homes, hopes 
and hearts are wrecked: from sowing tc 
the flesh. It matters not where is the 
place the seed will bear its fruit. The 
downward life may be from the bank. 
store, shop or office as well as from the 
saloon or the brothel. Skill at carrs, no 
matter how attained, prompts the gani- 
bling spirit. Get things casy, get rich 
quick, get sOmething for nothing, get it 
anyhow, will be found among the maxims 
of those who will not toil and refuse to 
labor, sweat, save and sacrifice for their 
own profit and enrichment. That which 
is ruinous need not be repugnant to the 
eye, need not be repulsively ugly, the 
good and plausible looks make it ail the 
more dangerous, The evil frult comes 
from the evil seed sown to the flesh, and 
corruption will be the harvest. Disregard 
of the Sabbath, even if it be put as a 
charitable help for the poor, will bring 
its own foul reward. 

“Sowing ta the spirit is to reap life 
everlasting; this is demonstrated this side 
of the grave. Dea! justly, walk uprightly. 
show mercy in all things, and the better 
fruit will be borne, and will demonstrate 
to ail people the beauty and the glory of 
the Christian life. We know that Godll- 
ness is profitable in everything 1n the life 
that now is as well as in the life that is 
to come.

White Shoe and Leather Company, man- 
ufacturers' and jobbers of the famous 
White’s shoe This company employs 
geveral salesmen and their trade may 
be said to cover the entire south, where 
the demand for the goods is increasing 
yearly. The numerous cotton gins of 
the town have each a capacity of thirty 
to forty bales daily, and the low price 
at which ginning is done serves to bring 
every available bale of the fleecy staple 
to the county seat of Upson, where it !s 
ginned and in nearly every case mar- 
keted.

Good Cotton Center. 

To secure the country trade the mer- 
chants have also joined in the popular 
movement fcr the improvement of the 
eountry roads and bridges, a free cross- 
way over the Flint and Big Pototo creek 
having been established in the last few 
weeks. It is estimated that not less 
than 35,000 bales of cotton were mar- 
keted In Thomaston during the season of 
1902. 

The very appearance of Thomaston 
suggests prosperity among its business 
men. The farmers of the territory are 
prosperous and hard working. 

Three of the mercantile establishments 
of the town carry stocks of $40,000 to 
$100.000 in value, and there are a half 
hundred or more well kept stores with 
shelves literally loaded down with fine, 
substantial and oornaméntal articles. 
There have been fgwer failures in Thom- 
aston than any ofher town in Georgia 
and the people point with pride to this 
fact. Besides Indicating the unexampled 
opportunities fOr business, it is alse a 
proof of honesty, integrity and undefiled 
citizenship. The want of these qualities, 
in many instances in the last few years, 
is said to have caused more failures 
than want of business or lack of capital 
to foster commercial and industrial enh- 
terprise. 

In Good Farming Country. 

Upson county is the center of a farm 
section unrivalled in productiveness and 
the variety of its products, the latter 
fact belng responsible to a degree for 
the undisputed prestige enjoyed by the 
community. In the devélopment ef the 
farms a great and competitive mule mar- 
ket has been created, which, while cut- 
ting off a considerable portion of Ma- 
eon’s irade,.has become of great cen- 
venience as well as a saving to the farm- 
ers of Upson, Pike, Monroe, Crawford, 
Taylor and Tolbert counties, the terri- 
tory of which Thomaston is the desig- 
nated center. 


Railroads. 

Upson county, although its capital is 
often referred to as an “out-of-way- 
place,” from which it is difficult to 
emerge having entered, is a county of 
railroads. The Thomaston branch of the 
Central of Georgia enters from the north 
east and extends to the county seat. At 
Thomaston the Macon and Birmingham 
crosses the Central and extends through 
the entire county, while one of the main 
lines of the great Southern system (At- 
lanta and Fort Valley) intersects 
eastern boundary, Another branch from 
McDonough to Columbus passes through 
the northwest corner. Thus the county 
enjoys the very best railroad facilities 
and it is not true that Thomaston is 
hard to reach, for the county seat it- 
self has seven passenger trains daily; 
and within its incorporate limits the shrill 
whistle of the locomotive and its bound- 
ings are heard constantly. 


Early Settlements. 

Something of interest may be said of 
the early settlement of Upson county, 
which was formed from Crawford and 
Pike in. 1824. It wag named in ‘honor 
of Stephen Upson, a lawyer of Ogle- 
thorpe, who was in his days one of the 
most prominent men of the times. He 
was a leading developer and sought 
through the building of railroads to de- 
velope his county to the high state of 
civilization it enjoys today. But his ef- 
forts received serious opposition from a 
large class of humble, but well meaning 
citizens who conceived the introduction 
Of railroads as a sure curse to the 
county, the Operations of which would 
mean oppression and poverty to the peo- 
ple. It was not without a serious strug- 
gle that railroad construction went on 
in the face of difficulty until it today 
permeates every section of a county, 
the people of which fought enterprise so 
stubbornly in its incipiency. 

Soil and Products. 

The soil of Upson county belongs to 
the metamorphic formation, having red 
undulating lands, interspersed with gray 
gravel, both underlaid with an imper-

Population. 

The population of Thomaston is 2.000 
within the incorporated limits. which 
does not include the cotton mill popu- 
lation. Including the entire district, the 
town's inhabitants will number 4,000.

This temptation, stripped of its fizura- 
tive dress, presented this aspect to Jesus: 
“As the Messiah, you can afford to neg- 
lect judgment, prudence and caution and 
trust to the supernatural intervention of 
God. In setting up a heavenly kingdom 
that is so different from popular concep- 


spir- 


tion and prejudice, but run rough shod 
over that. Don’t hesitate; if you are 
God's appointed Messiah, to dare any sort 
of danger.”’ 

There is also a secondary aspect 
this temptation that corresponds very 
closely with the first in its relation to 
doubt. “If,” said the tempter, “you are 
God’s Son, prove it by turning stones 
into bread," “‘if,’’ said he in the Second 
Temptation, “‘you are God's Son. 
it by leaping from the temple.” This 
suggestion carried with it this idea: 
“There is something surer than your own 
consciousness YOu can be more certain 
of God and God's favor, if you have a 
sign that appeals to your eye, ora sound 
that your ears-can hear, or something 
that your hands can feel. It is not surK- 
clently convincing that God is, that He 
speaks to you, and that you are in har- 
mony with Him that you experience this 
in your consciousness. You ought to have 
some physical proof. You cannot afford 
to rest this matter; upon which so much 
depends, upon simple cCnviction of souy!.” 

Jesus answered ail these suggestions in 
one short sentence, “Thou shalt not 
tempt the Lord thy God.” In the first 
place, the reply discloses Jesus’ attitude 
toward the scripture. He taught us, by 
His example, that we cannot afford to 
select some high poetic passage of scrip- 
ture as a life motto and shut our eyes to 
all the rest.

Alexander Dowie was criticised for saying 
that ‘after he died he intended to go 
down to hell and preach to the sinners 
there.” Yet this is what was said of 
Christ. 

“The Roman Catholics pray for the 
dead. Protestants hold up their hands in 
horror at the thought of such a thing. 
Now I would like to know why. To feel 
that life is essentially the same in all 
worlds, so that sympathy here helps there 
—why isn't this reasonable? The early 
church prayed for the dead. It seems to 
the blessed thought of the Bible is 
that over there We retaifY} our personali- 
tier. Those who have gone on pray for 
us: they think of us. Why should we 
not pray for them? We pray fer the 
friend who has gone across the ocean; 
why should we not pray for him when he 
goes out into the mystery of the in- 
visible life where he has so much to 
learn? 

“Where there is joy in heaven there is 
joy on earth. We are living !@ two worlds 
at a time; in the world temporal and the 
world spiritual. ‘This is the lesson. Let 
us take it to ourselves with the thought 
that heither height, nor depth, nor princt- 
paliffes, nor poWers can separate us from 
the love of (Christ and the power of the 
resurrection.” 
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Dr. A. R. Holderby,- pastor of Moore 
Memorial church, preached yesterday 
morning from the text I Peter, ii, 9: ‘But 
ye are a chosen generation, a ryyal 
priesthood, an holy nation, a peculiar 
people.”’ Dr. Holderby said, in sub- 
stance: 

‘The apostle Peter was writing to the 
strangers scattered throughout Pontus, 
Gallatia, Capadocia, Asia and Bithynia. 
These were chiefly Jews who had beer 
transplanted from Babylon into Asia 
Minor. The apostle Peter very likely 
had been among them and under him 
they had been converted from Judaism 
and paganism and now he reminds them 
of their privileges under the gospel. 

“They were ‘a chosen gencration, a 
royal priesthood, an holy nation, a pe- 
culiar people.” And such are the people 
of God today 

‘But from. present indication, jit does 
not look as if the church were holy, The 
world with its abominations and fashions 
has gotten into the church and there 
seems to be but little separation. Pride 
and fashion and worldliness are crushing 
out the spiritual! life of the church. 

“There seems to be less of true. vital 
Godliness in the church today than ever 
before in its history. Many who profess 
to be God's people are infatuated with 
the world and in league with the enemy. 
Theaters and cards and horse racing and 
gambling’ are the common amuse>ents 
of many in the church, and yet they 
profess to be holy. The man or wom- 
an in the church who gambles is a reé- 
proach to the church and unworthy of the 
name they bear. 

“T had heard that women were gambling 
at the horse races, but would not be- 
lieve it until | saw it with my own eves. 
I have seen handsomely dressed women 
betting like men on the races. This is a 
burning shame to womanhood and a 
wicked example to the young men of our 
country. 

“Is it’ possible that a true woman can 
debauch her womanhood by betting on 
horse races or on anything: else? It 
is bad enough for a man to be gullty 
of gambling. but there is something ab-

“No Christian man or woman will gam- 
ble. They may do other inconsistent 
things, but they will not gamble. 
State fairs are nothing more nor less 
than huge gamhling schemes and sources 
of evil. 1 am told that we can not 
hold a fair without pool selling.

“What right has the state to inaugu- 
Fate a scheme which involves the vio- 
lation of the laws of God and of the 
country? Pool selling, whether in the 
city or the county, is a high-handed vio- 
lation of the laws of the land and Be 
insult to God. 

“God's laws condemn this whole busi- 
ness of gambling in any form, and every 
honest man and woman must condemn jt. 
The church should condemn all forms 
of ganfeling in high places, as well ‘as 
in low places. But the chyrch can not 
afford to do this, because so many of 
the rich and influential members are 
guilty of this sin. 

“What an holy nation we are! 

“And now, to cap the climax of the 
devils work, the gates of the interstate 
fair at Piedmont park have been order- 
ed opened on the Sabbath. If the pa- 
pers are correct in their reports, the fair 
is in fyll blast today. This wanton and 
inexcusable violation of the Sabbath is 
another insult to the Christian sentiment 
of Atlanta, and it is perpetrated by a 
crowd of Sabbath breakers who seem de- 
termined to overturn the very founda- 
tions of the Christian religion. .
